SHOTGUN KILLS

R. C. Thorne Victim of 
Auto Accident. 


The sons of two old and wealthy Chi- 
cago families met tragic deaths yester- 
day. 

Joseph Leiter Jr., 10 years old son 
of Joseph Leiter, millionaire resident 
of Chicago and Washington, was killed 
by the accidental discharge of a shot- 
gun while duck hunting in Louisiana. 

Raymond C. Thorne, son of the late 
W. C. Thorne, former president of 
Montgomery Ward & Co., was kiled 
in Los Angeles-when his automobile 
turned turtle, pinning him beneath it. 

News of Leiter Boy’s Death. 

News of the death of young Leiter 
reached Chicago late in the afternoon. 
Seymour Morris, trustee of the Leiter 
estate, had a brief message from the 
boy's father confirming it. An Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from New Or- 
leans said: 

“Joseph Leiter Jr. was killed today 
while hunting near the mouth of the 
Mississippi river by the unexplained 
explosion of a cartridge in his gun. 
According to his father, who was en- 
tertaining a party of friends at Cha- 
teau Canard on a hunting trip in the 
nearby swamps, the boy left the shoot- 
ing lodge. 

“After shooting a duck the lad re- 
loaded his shotgun and laid it on the 
ground while he went afger the bird. 
When he returned and picked up the 
gun the shell was exploded, killing him 
instantly. Mr. Leiter Sr. was not at 
the lodge at the time. 

Burial in Washington. 

“ The boy's body is being brought by 
boat to Buras, the nearest town to 
the hunting camp, about 100 miles 
south of this city, where it will be 
transferred to a special train and 
brought here.

Camped for Night 20 
Miles Away. 


Mattice, Ont., Jan. 10.—[Special.]— 
The three American navy officers, 
Lieuts. Hinton, Kloor, and Farrell, who 
abandoned their wrecked balloon near 
Moose Factory on the shore of James 
bay on Dec, 14, are due in Mattice to- 
morrow afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

Earl Trowz, one of the runners sent 
out by newspaper correspondeagts to 
give advance notice of their coming, 
arrived here at 10 o'clock tonight and 
reported that the party, with all mem- 
bers in good. shape, had made a camp 
for the night at Skunk island, twenty 
miles from here on the Missinaibi river. 

Trowz, who made a trip of eighteen’ 
miles over the heavy trail in five hours, } 
was two miles south of Skunk island 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon when W. R. 
Clarke, leader of the correspondents’ 
expedition, came rushing to -him as 
fast as his snowshoes could carry him 
and directed him to make all speed for 
Mattice with the announcement. 


All in Party Well. 


Clarke did not stop to tell him any 
details beyond the fact that all mem- 
bers of the party were well and that 
they had made camp at the island and 
might be expected in Mattice about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. 

Earlier in the night a message had 
been received from Clarke from the 
hands of an Indian, who said Clarke | 
then was five and one-half miles south 
of Skunk island. Céarke retraced his 
trail just in time to get direct news of 
the returning balloonists at the island. 

Clarke reached Mattice at 11 p. m. 
and had nothing to add to Trowaz’ story 
except to explain that he did not per- 
sonally see the party but learned of 
their whereabouts from an Indian run- 
ner.

I did quite a bit of experiment- 
ing and find that while they are edible 
cooked in the usual manner, they must 
first be prepared properly. If the fish 
can be caught alive and kept a few 
days in clean, fresh water it improves 
them very much. Next best, skin the 
fish and let it lie a few hours in salt

N all of the states bordering the 
lakes farmers are safe in building 
icehouses and making their plans 
for harvesting natural ice every 

winter. 

Ten or fifteen tons if carefully and 
properly insulated will be enough for 
the average general farmer. Of course 
dairy farmers need more than this, de- 
pending on the handling of the .milk 
and its products. i 

In states as far north as Illinois 
dairymen often follow a rough rule of 
storing about one-half or three-fourths 
of a ton of ice for each cow on the 
farm.
